At  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  the  week  of  November  30  through  December  7  has  been 
set  aside  as  the  Week  of  Dedication  when  the  congregation  will  gather  to  “dedicate”  the 
new  building  in  all  its  parts.

Dedication  Program  November  30 

Dr.  Abram  L.  Sachar,  the  distinguished  Chancellor  of  Brandeis  University,  will  give 
the  keynote  address  at  the  Dedication  Program,  Sunday,  November  30,  beginning  at 
3  P.M.  in  the  Sanctuary.  Dr.  Sachar,  scholar,  statesman,  spokesman  and  author,  was  a 
participant  in  the  dedication  ceremonies  of  the  Milton  Steinberg  House  in  1954. 

Professor  David  Steinberg,  son  of  the  late  Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg,  and  now  vice 
president  and  university  secretary  of  Brandeis  University,  will  also  speak  at  the  Dedi¬ 
cation  Program. 

Musical  selections  presented  by  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  and  the  Synagogue  Choir, 
the  High  School  Chamber  Chorus  and  the  Elementary  School  Children’s  Choir  will  add 
sparkle  to  the  program. 

A  gala  reception  and  an  Open  House  will  follow  the  program.

General  Talmor  To  Speak 
To  Congregation  At 
Services  November  28 

General  Uri  Talmor,  former  Deputy  to 
the  Commander  of  the  Israeli  Air  Force, 
will  address  the  congregation  on  “The 
New  Strategic  Balance  of  Power  in  the 
Middle  East”  during  Friday  Night  Services, 
which  begin  at  8:30  P.M.  on  November  28. 

In  his  talk,  General  Talmor  will  discuss 
the  current  war  between  Iraq  and  Iran  as 
it  affects  not  only  the  Arab  world  but 
also  Israel’s  interests  and  security. 

General  Talmor  was  born  in  1935  in 
Kfar  Vitkin,  a  moshav,  situated  25  miles 
north  of  Tel  Aviv.  He  grew  up  and  had 
his  elementary  and  high  school  edu¬ 
cation  there  and,  to  this  day,  considers  it 
his  home. 

He  joined  the  Israeli  Air  Force  in  1953 
and  received  his  wings  in  1955.  He  has 
served  in  various  command  and  staff  posts 
and  flew  operationally  in  three  wars. 

General  Talmor  attended  the  Technion 
1956-58.  Between  1964  and  1967  he 
studied  in  the  Hebrew  University  where 
he  majored  in  Economics  and  Political 
Science.  He  is  now  studying  at  UCLA, 
completing  his  PhD.  in  management,  and 
intends  to  return  home  to  Israel  this  year. 

He  is  married  and  has  two  children.
